U.S. Adds 
Benefits 
For Gays 

Critics decry Obama’s action 
as little more than pandering 

WASHINGTON I President Obama signaled to 
gay rights activists Wednesday that he’s lis- 
tening to their priorities by extending some 
benefits to same-sex partners of federal 
employees. But he didn’t give them even close 
to everything they want, bringing growing 
anger against the president to the surface. 

“We all have to acknowledge this is only 
one step,” Obama after signing a memoran- 
dum that made incremental changes to ben- 
efits offered to the same-sex partners of gay 
federal employees. 

But his critics saw Wednesday’s move 
as little more than pandering to a reliably 
Democratic voting bloc. “It’s not that he didn’t 
follow through on his promises,” said John 
Aravosis, a D.C.-based gay activist. “It’s not 
that he didn’t follow through on his prom- 
ises — he stabbed us in the back.” 

Despite campaign promises, Obama has 
not taken any concrete steps toward repeal- 
ing a policy that bans gays and lesbians from 
serving openly in the military. He also has 
refused to step in and block the dismissal of 
gays and lesbians who face courts martial for 
disclosing their sexual orientation, (ap)

Obama Spells Out His New Rules 


President proposes 
sweeping overhaul of 
financial regulations 

WASHINGTON | President Obama 
proposed sweeping new “rules of 
the road” for the nation’s finan- 
cial system Wednesday, casting 
the changes as a critically impor- 
tant response to the economic 
crisis and the greatest regulatory 
transformation since the Great 
Depression. 

Obama blamed the financial 
crisis on “a culture of irresponsi- 
bility” that he said had taken root 


from Wall Street to Washington 
to Main Street, and he said reg- 
ulations crafted to deal with the 
Depression of the 1930s had been 
“overwhelmed by the speed, scope 
and sophistication of a 21st-cen- 
tury global economy,” 

The Obama plan would give 
new powers to the Federal Reserve 
to oversee the entire financial sys- 
tem and would create a new con- 
sumer protection agency to guard 
against credit and other abuses 
that played a big role in the cur- 


rent crisis. 

Two lawmakers whose com- 
mittees will play a major role said 
they would move quickly, 

“We’ll have it done this year,” 
said Sen, Chris Dodd, D-Conn., 
chairman of the Senate Banking 
Committee. 

“Absolutely,” agreed Rep. Bar- 
ney Frank, D-Mass., chairman of 
the House Financial Services Com- 
mittee. He joked that the White 
House had “threatened us with a 
severe chastening if we don’t.” 


The plan, laid out in an 88-page 
white paper, was the result of 
extensive consultations with mem- 
bers of Congress, regulators and 
industry groups, and represented 
a compromise from bolder ideas 
that the administration abandoned 
because of heavy opposition. 

The regulatory overhaul would 
eliminate only one agency, the 
Office of Thrift Supervision, The 
beleaguered OTS oversaw the 
American International Group, 
whose business insuring exotic 
securities blew up last fall, prompt- 
ing a $182 billion federal bailout.

EPA Administrator Lisa Jack- 
son said the agency for the first 
time has determined there is a 
public health emergency in a con- 
taminated community, targeting 
Libby, Mont., for immediate fed- 
eral attention.

DNA Could Solve 
50-Year Mystery 


Man thinks he was 
child who was taken 
from N.Y. street in ’55 

KALKASKA, MICH. I A Michigan 
man said Wednesday that pictures 
he found online led him to believe 
he could have been the 2-year- 
old boy who vanished more than 
a half-century ago from a stroller 
outside a bakery on Long Island. 

John Robert Barnes said he was 
doing online research within the 
past year to try to figure out who 
he really was, saying that from 
childhood he never felt as though 
he fit in with his family, 

Barnes saw pictures of the miss- 
ing boy’s mother when she was a 
young adult, thought the woman 
resembled himself at the same age 
and started to believe he might be 
Stephen Damman, who disap- 
peared in 1955. 

Barnes said the FBI took a 
sample of his DNA via a cheek 


swab in March and he’s now “wait- 
ing for the FBI to tell me who I’m 
related to.” 

Stephen Damman’s moth- 
er, Marilyn, left the boy and her 
7-month-old 
daughter, Pame- 
la, waiting out- 
side a bakery 
while she went 
inside to shop 
on Oct. 31, 1955. 
After 10 minutes, 
Marilyn came 
out of the bakery but could not find 
the stroller or her children, authori- 
ties said. The stroller, with only her 
daughter inside, was found around 
the corner from the market. 

Jerry Damman of Newton, 
Iowa, has said he’s hopeful that 
Barnes is his son, Damann divorced 
the boy’s mother a few years after 
the kidnapping, 

“After all those years, you kind 
of lost all hope,” he said Tuesday.

Lawyer Who Defended 
Drug Lord Is Fatally Shot 

A lawyer who defended a reputed

Iran Opposition Rallies for 3rd Day 


Government says U.S. 
fueled dispute over 
presidential eleetion 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran accused the 
United States on Wednesday of 
“intolerable” meddling in its inter- 
nal affairs, alleging for the first 
time that Washington has fueled a 
bitter post-election dispute. Oppo- 
sition supporters marched in huge 
numbers through Tehran’s streets 
for a third-straight day to protest 
the outcome of the balloting. 

The Iranian government sum- 


moned the Swiss ambassador, 
who represents U.S. interests in 
Iran, to complain about Ameri- 
can interference, state-run Press 
TV reported. 

The English-language channel 
said the government called West- 
ern interference “intolerable.” 

A State Department spokes- 
man said the U.S. was withhold- 
ing judgment about the election 
and not interfering in Iranian 
internal affairs. 

President Obama has reacted 
cautiously to opposition allega- 
tions that President Mahmoud

Brazil: Signs Point to Jet Breakup 


Air France victims’ 
injuries suggest plane 
came apart in midair 

SAD PAULO I Autopsies revealed 
fractures in the legs, hips and arms 
of Air France disaster victims, a 
Brazilian official said Wednes- 
day. Experts said those injuries 
— and the large pieces of wreck- 
age pulled from the Atlantic — 
strongly suggest the plane broke 
up in the air. 

There have been no visible signs 
of burning or charring on bodies 
or wreckage, though that doesn’t 
rule out an explosion somewhere 
outside the passenger cabin, the 


crash experts told The Associ- 
ated Press. 

A spokesman for Brazilian 
medical examiners said the frac- 
tures were found in autopsies on 
an undisclosed number of the 50 
bodies recovered so far. The offi- 
cial spoke on condition he not be 
named due to department rules. 

“Typically, if you see intact bod- 
ies and multiple fractures — arm, 
leg, hip fractures — it’s a good indi- 
cator of a midflight break up,” said 
Frank Ciacco, a former forensic 
expert at the U.S. National Trans- 
portation Safety Board. 

The pattern of fractures was 
first reported Wednesday by Bra- 
zil’s O Estado de S. Paulo newspa-

per, which cited unamed investi- 
gators. The paper also reported 
that some victims were found with 
little or no clothing, and had no 
signs of burns. 

That lack of clothing could be 
significant, said Jack Casey, an avia- 
tion safety consultant in Washing- 
ton, D.C., who is a former accident 
investigator. “In an in-air breakup 
like we are supposing here, the 
clothes are just torn away.” 

Casey said multiple fractures 
are consistent with a midair break- 
up of the plane, which was cruising 
at about 34,500 feet when it went 
down. “Getting ejected into that 
kind of windstream is like hitting a

Ovechkin faces stiff 
competition in quest 
for 2nd Hart Trophy 

C A P I TA L S I After hoisting both the 
Stanley Cup and Conn Smythe 
Trophy as the NHL playoff MVP 
last Friday night, one would 
assume Pittsburgh’s Evgeni Mal- 
kin would be the runaway favor- 
ite to supplant Alex Ovechkin as 
the league’s regular season MVP 
when the Hart Trophy is handed 
out Thursday at the NHL Awards 
in Las Vegas. 

But this is the NHL, where 
votes for regular-season awards 
are tabulated before the months- 
long playoffs even begin.

So, even though Malkin led the 
NHL in points (113) and assists 
(78) during the regular season, 
the presence of Sidney Crosby will 
be taken into consideration. Dat- 
syuk finished with just 96 points 
but tallied 65 assists and is up for 
the Selke Award, given to the best 
two-way player in the game. 

Ovechkin wasn’t far behind 
Malkin in the point race, finishing 
with 110, and led the NHL in goals 


(56) for a second-consecutive sea- 
son. He also tied a career high with 
54 assists. Ovechkin would become 
the first repeat winner of the award 
since Wa)me Gretzky won eight in a 
row between 1980 and 1987. 

So, the decision comes down to 
what each voter considers to be the 
definition of “most valuable.” 

Does it mean the most points 
(Malkin), the most defensively 
responsible (Datsyuk) or the lead- 
ing goal scorer (Ovechkin)?

Peter Carlson’s “K Blows Top: 
A Cold War Comic Interlude, Star- 
ring Nikita Khrushchev, America’s 
Most Unlikely Tourist,” may be 
the most entertaining historical 
account you’ll ever read. After 
being accidentally invited to the 
United States by President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower during the height 
of the Cold War, the Soviet leader 
ambled through a two-week cross- 
country visit in 1959, an episode 
aptly termed “a surreal extrava- 
ganza” at the time. 

While the book teems with 
strange comic incidents — K 
throwing a tantrum before an 
audience of stunned Hollywood 
stars after being told he couldn’t 
go to Disneyland (bellowing, 
“What must I do, commit sui- 
cide?”) the set pieces are the tip 
of the iceberg. The book’s funni- 
est sections are due to K’s own 
remarkable wit. Carlson sees the 
heroically benevolent dictator as a 
“giant among men” who was alter- 
nately terrifying and hilarious. 

Do you see Khrushchev as a giant 
among men? 

He was. He took over for one of 
the worst dictators in human his- 
tory. Compared with Stalin, he 
was Mother Teresa. He denounced 
Stalin and he released hundreds 
of thousands, maybe even a mil- 
lion, people from the Gulag. 

I love when Khrushchev said he 


hadn’t come to learn anything, 
because he’d already learned 
everything from Marx. Like 
when he goes to Pittsburgh and 
they give him the key to the city, 
he says, “I suppose if anyone’s 
house is broken into tonight. I’ll 
be blamed.” 

As soon as I started working on 
the book, I remember thinking, 
“My God — this is a nonfiction 
Kurt Vonnegut book!” You have 
all these humorous, zany things 
happening, but lurking in the shad- 
ows is the destruction of human 
civilization. 

It’s not even in the shadows — 
Khrushchev repeatedly makes 
the possibility overt. 

Yeah, he keeps bringing up the 
idea that he could blow us up. 
He asked, “What’s the difference 
between an optimist and a pes- 
simist?” [Laughs] “An optimist 
thinks it’ll take a dozen nuclear 
weapons to wipe out England. A 
pessimist thinks it’ll only take a 
half-dozen.” He had a great, gal- 
lows sense of humor. 

Do you think the trip helped main- 
tain peace, though? 

I think it did. Khrushchev real- 
ized that the U.S. was bigger, 
richer and more powerful than 
the Soviets had been telling their 
people. And from the American 
side, they saw that, after Stalin — 
here was a guy who was like your

crazy uncle saying funny things. 
He’s so human. When he left, he 
left good will behind. 

A lot of people only know about 
Khrushchev’s second trip here. 

It’s funny how legend accrues. 
People know that he said, “We 
will bury you.” They know that he 
banged his shoe at the U.N. And 
they know that he wasn’t allowed 
to go to Disneyland — and these 
facts get jumbled together. Those 
were wildly different events. 

What kind of woman was Nina 
Khrushchev? 

She was very smart. She was

Khrushchev’s teacher in Marxist 
economics or something — that’s 
how they met. The right-wing 
press kept talking about how she 
was a die-hard communist — and 
she looked so grandmotherly. They 
kept trying to paint her as evil. She 
probably wasn’t evil. 

What do you see as the funniest 
parts of the book? 

I like when Khrushchev gets stuck 
in an elevator in the Waldorf- 
Astoria and [former senator] 
Henry Cabot Lodge helps him 
climb out by pushing on his butt. 
It sounds like something from a 
slapstick movie. 

And then there are the vari- 
ous media riots and the crazy 
scene at Roswell Garst’s farm in 
Iowa, where Garst is throwing 
silage at photographers. Garst 
wanted to show Khrushchev all 
this stuff, and all these reporters 
were getting in his way. He’s the 
only guy in the world who could 
steal a scene from Khrushchev.

STAGE I “Fever/Dream” Sheila Cal- 
laghan’s witheringly comic exami- 
nation of corporate bureaucracy, 
is something like a theatrical per- 
petual motion machine. 

Manic in the best way possible,

Eailure means a return to the 
basement with the admonition 
that it was all but a dream. Since 
Segis relies on very literal interpre- 
tations of his father’s management

style — such as keeping manage- 
ment “on a tight leash” and “whip-

Power 
couple Stella Strong and Aston 
Martin (Kate Eastwood Norris and 
KenYatta Rogers, respectively) vie 
for Basil’s spot. Rose (Kimberley 
Gilbert) poses as a bike messenger, 
but aims to infiltrate the company, 
aided by roommate Claire (Jessica 
Erances Dukes), who decides to 
become the perfect temp. 

Director Howard Shalwitz 
aptly manages the play’s myriad 
visual delights, all of which pro- 
vide zest for the story of the dehu- 
manization of corporate America.

Cheeky French band 
Phoenix is on the

MUSIC I On “1901,” the first song 
Phoenix released from its fourth 
album, “Wolfgang Amadeus Phoe- 
nix,” Thomas Mars sings emphati- 
cally over heavy synths and bright 
guitar: “Counting all different 
ideas drifting away/Past and pres- 
ent they don’t matter/Now the 
future’s sorted out.” 

It’s a grand proclamation but 
a fitting one. Once one of indie 
rock’s biggest secrets, Phoenix 
is finally poised for a big splash. 
The French four-piece has quickly 
become one of the most blogged- 
about bands in recent months, 
garnering ample Next Big Thing 
tags in the process. 

“We feel like we have been a 
secret for a long time,” guitarist 
Christian Mazzalai said. “Labels 
don’t matter to us, but it is a very 
nice feeling to know that people 
are excited about our record. It 
builds a good pressure.” 

At the same time, Mazzalai 


doesn’t have a problem if the band 
doesn’t attain the success it theo- 
retically could. 

“We are amateurs, not profes- 
sionals; sometimes it can mean 
commercial suicide,” he said. 
“Big commercial success is not a 
priority.” 

But thanks to “Wolfgang Ama- 
deus Phoenix,” he might have to 
get used to it. The record is argu- 
ably the band’s strongest, one that 
sees the group take a slightly new 
direction. There’s still the soul- 
ful swagger of past records, but 
now the emphasis is on electronic 
influences. 

“We never decide [or] agree on 
which path we will follow,” Mazz- 
alai said of the shift. “We let chaos 
decide for us.” 

On “Fences,” Mars sings over a 


pulsing beat and electronic flour- 
ishes, yet it all sounds natural. 

“We try to make them breathe 
and this song is really the most 
electronic,” Mars said. “It’s basi- 
cally like giving life to these instru- 
ments.” 

On the ambient and ambitious 
two-part suite “Love Like a Sun- 
set,” the band tries to replicate the 
feeling of a drive from Versailles, 
France to Beirut, Lebanon. 

“We were driving in the car 
and we had this experience where 
the lights and sound was giving a

rhythm to the song and road,” Mars 
said. “We wanted to create some- 
thing that was both epic and almost 
hypnotic, but very minimalistic, 
our instruments very hybrid.” 

But it’s the anthemic “19 01 ” 
where Phoenix really hits its 
stride. 

“Anthems are good,” Mars said. 
“T901’ really worked because we 
wrote almost all the song in 10 min- 
utes, but it took us almost a year 
to finish it. ... I think you can feel 
there’s something more sophisti- 
cated, maybe a production that’s 
new to us.” 

It’s also the statement of the 
album, showing a confidence the 
band had only hinted at prior. 

“[Producer] Philippe Zdar 
made us feel confident,” Maz- 
zalai said. “We also wanted the

equivalent of [Paris’] Pompidou 
center in architecture — giant 
pipes on the outside painted in 
primary colors.” 

As is evident, there’s a bit of 
cheekiness to what Phoenix does, 
too, even if it doesn’t always come 
across musically. Take the album’s 
sassy title. “I think it’s like the mus- 
tache on Mona Lisa — it’s really

childish,” Mars said. “Without 
knowing it. I’m discovering why 
we chose the title [and] why it’s 
appealing. ... It’s messing up some- 
thing iconic.” 

That mentality comes from the 
band’s upbringing in the wealthy 
Paris suburb of Versailles. 

“When you grow up in a city 
that’s like a museum, you have to 
mess with things,” singer Thomas 
Mars said. “I remember just the 
fact that you’d be in a band and 
make noise in this giant museum 
would be a problem for people liv- 
ing there.” 

“We grew up far from any 
musical scene, which allowed us 
to pick up any kind of influences 
without judging them,” Mazzalai 
added. “Versailles was so remote 
we couldn’t miss each other.” 

Phoenix isn’t the first group to 
escape the suffocating confines of 
Versailles — Daft Punk and Air 
both did it earlier. 

“It is a brotherhood,” Maz- 
zalai said. “We never met each 
other before Paris because we are 
a generation younger than them. 
But once we met, we realized we 
had a lot in common. I think it 
comes from the fact that we were 
all making music in home studios 
far from a professional world that 
didn’t want us.” rudi greenberg

NoVa new-wavers 
4 Out of 5 Doctors 
re-team for a fresh 
take on shiny pop 

MUSIC I When Jeff Severson 
revived his power pop-quartet, 
4 Out of 5 Doctors, for a one-off 
reunion concert last year, he didn’t 
know what to expect. The North- 
ern Virginia-based group had 
made some noise locally back in 
the day and had college radio hits 
with the snappy rockers “Modern 
Man” and “Waiting for a Change,” 
but they hadn’t played together 
regularly since their heyday in 
the early ’80s. 

Severson needn’t have wor- 
ried. The show sold out and fans 
flew in from as far away as Texas. 
The Docs also received a review 
in The Washington Post that 
lauded their “brightly polished 
songs” and razor-sharp musician- 
ship. The band was so stoked by 
the reception it received that it’s 


reuniting again for two shows this 
weekend. 

“We had some trepidation — we 
didn’t want to go back and butcher 
the sound for the sake of getting 
our faces in front of people again,” 
Severson says. “But it all just sort 
of came back. It was a treat for me 
to have that many people respond 
positively to the material.”

The band’s reunion also marked 
the re-release of its two long out- 
of-print albums that had become 
cult classics among new wave afi- 
cionados. Severson says the reis- 
sue came about because the band 
wanted to beat the bootleggers. 

“People were bootlegging off 
the Internet and the recordings 


were made from the old records 
and bad cassettes,” he says. “Plus, 
people were writing us and say- 
ing, 1 love this record! Where can 
I get a copy?”’ 

This year, hardcore fans should 
be even more overjoyed. The Docs 
will finally bring their previously- 
unreleased third album, “Cruel 
and Unusual,” into the world. 
Recorded in 1982, it went unheard 
when the group was dropped by 
its record label. 

“We’d had it with the indus-

MUSIC I When the Red and the 
Black opened three years ago, 
it was supposed to play the alt- 
country-ish kid sister to the indie- 
rockin’ DC9 and self-descriptive 
Rock and Roll Hotel.

MUSIC I Long live the funk. The 
genre saw its heyday in the ’70s and 
’80s, but it’s alive and well with a 
groovy new twist — the irresistibly 
dance-friendly gozadera beats that 
Venezuelan rockers Los Amigos 
Invisibles have called their own 
for nearly two decades. 

The word gozadera comes from 
the Spanish gozar (to enjoy) — very 
apropos for these party boys. LAI 
moved from their native Caracas 
to New York in 2000 and became 
enamored with the concept of the 
city’s nonstop parties, a seamless 
transition between DJ sets with 
live bands, and Los Amigos’ lead 
guitarist and primary songwriter 
Jose Luis “Cheo” Pardo (who dou- 
bles as DJ Afro) serves this role. 

“The idea is to make the fans 


comfortable,” said Pardo in Span- 
ish as Los Amigos prepare for a 
tour promoting their latest, “Com- 
mercial.” “I feel like I can be a con- 
ductor during the show, blending 


in rock, funk, bossa nova, dance, 
house and salsa music in my DJ 
sets and with our band. We’re a 
party band, and the party never 
stops with us on tour.” 


That’s evident in their latest 
single — “Mentiras” (“Lies”) — an 
’80s-era funk track on which the 
band members deny it was them 
when confronted by their wives 


about online photos of them getting 
drunk with fans at a beach party 
after a gig. They refute those claims 
in the chorus, “I was nowhere near 
there that night. You must be con- 
fused, or maybe there’s a dude who 
looks exactly like me!” 

The band has also never shied 
away from singing about their love 
for lovemaking. They get their most 
vivid fan responses for tracks like 
“Cuchi Cuchi” (“Booty Booty”) 
and “Ponerte en Cuatro” (look it 
up), with their catchy, bass-heavy 
beats and hand signals from Ami- 
gos lead singer Julio “Chulius” 
Briceho that fans can emulate 
(putting four fingers up, and paw- 
ing like a cat). 

“Our music is funk and soul 
that everyone can like,” says Pardo, 
who notes that talking openly 
about sex is commonplace in Latin 
America. “But we find it funny 
that many of the Americans can 
absolutely love our live show, but 
go back home and find out about 
our lyrics they get caught off guard. 
They still like us and find it hilari- 
ous.”

MUSIC I Forget everything you 
know about Sebastien Grainger 
if you know of him only from the 
dance-punk duo Death From Above 
1979.

Come on Feel the Soft Power 


D.C.’s Mary Timony is 
making music again, 
this time with a new 
band and epic sound 

M U S I C I Indie-rock songstress Mary 
Timony would be the first to tell 
you that Soft Power, her new band, 
is not her band per se. It’s a D.C. 
foursome whose lyrical, psyche- 
delic guitar rock is born of sonic 
synchronicity. 

“It’s pretty collaborative — it’s 
not like my solo project at all,” says 
Timony, late of Helium and a seven- 
year solo career that spawned three 
albums and legions of fans. 


The quartet have been playing 
together for a few years now but 
only recently christened themselves 
Soft Power, Rounded out by Jonah 
Takagi on second guitar and bass, 
T. J. Tipple on drums and Winston 
Yu on keys, the four have forged an 
epic rock sound fusing Timony ’s 
signature dragon-fairy melodies 
with steady, heavy grooves. 

Unlike Timony’s past projects — 
including the all-girl Autoclave, the 
band predating her leap to Boston, 
Matador Records and back — Soft 
Power regularly interplays singing, 
with Timony and Takagi sharing 
lead vocal duties. Timony’s femi- 
nine mystique still looms large, but

her princely minstrels bring bal- 
ance to the proceedings. 

And Timony says she is happy 
for the company. “I couldn’t see 
writing another record by myself 
— it just wasn’t fun anymore for 
me,” she says. Huddling with the 
group in a home studio? Fine by 
her, Takagi’s pad also doubles as 
Soft Power’s practice space. “We’re 
currently homeless,” she jokes. 

Even though she’s been back in 
D.C. five years now, Timony says 
she is still reconnecting with the 
music scene she left behind at 18. 
“It was important to me as a teen- 
ager,” she says. “Being around the 
music then pushed me to do what

Cooking by the Books 



Shallal 


Andy Shallal finds 
atmospheric and 
culinary inspiration 
from great literature 

It’s no surprise that when Andy 
Shallal decided to open his new 
restaurant, Eatonville, he turned 
to literature for inspiration. After 
all, Shallal made his mark with the 
Busboys and Poets eateries, which 
pay homage to former Washingto- 
nian and literary 
legend Langston 
Hughes. 

The muse for 
Shallal’s current 
venture, across 
the street from 
the original Bus- 

boys and Poets 

on 14th Street NW, is Zora 
Neale Hurston and her 
hometown of Eaton- 
ville, Ela. The author 
— once a student at 
Howard University — 
permeates the walls of 
the 250-seat restaurant, 
from the massive murals of 
her life and work to the Southern 
classic eats such as hush puppies 
with rock shrimp and leek fon- 
due, and crab, shrimp and andou- 
ille gumbo. 

How did you choose Hurston as 
your inspiration? 

I had studied the Harlem Renais- 
sance during college, and I wanted 
to find someone who lived in and 
had a connection to Washington. 
Hurston was an obvious choice. 

How did you bring her verve to 
the restaurant? 

She was the life of the party, so 
I wanted the space to look lively 
and gregarious. And she wrote a 
lot about the porch at Eatonville 
where the townspeople tell sto- 
ries, so we put in an area [with 
rocking chairs] for people to have 
drinks. 




Where did the murals come in? 

One of our servers at Busboys and 
Poets, Chanel Compton, is part of 
an artist collective, and she helped 
us bring in artists to paint the raw 
space during construction. We said 
they had 48 hours and the ability to 
paint anything. We wanted to have 
a theme as well, so we told them the 
story of Hurston and Eatonville. 

In choosing the chef, you opted 
for a reality TV-style contest. 
Why? 

We put an ad in Craigslist and got 
220 applicants; we didn’t know 
how to decide. So I looked at 
resumes, interviewed people, and 
chose 10 to bring back for the chef

competition. I wanted to see how 
they’d work under pressure and the 
range of their abilities. 

What made you select chef Rusty 
Holman? 

He worked for a wealthy family in 
Spain and had to create menus for 
the same people for three and a 
half months while staying creative. 
That really impressed me. 


Eatonville’s take on Southern favorites 
includes enlivening a classic fried 
green tomato, above, with fresh corn 
and goat cheese. At left, glazed mahi 
mahi comes with andouille-sweet 
potato hash and asparagus. 

Did you feel the process was suc- 
cessful? 

It was a lot of work and money 
because we gave prizes to make 
sure chefs kept coming back. But 
it ended up being an extremely 
useful approach to hiring a chef. 
We also had great judges [includ- 
ing Carla Hall from “Top Chef” 
and Mike Curtin from D.C. Cen- 
tral Kitchen]. 

What sets Eatonville apart from 
other restaurants around U 
Street? 

We are introducing something new 
to the dining experience called 
food and folklore, by creating a 
story around the dishes. We’re also 
reminding people about the con- 
tributions of Hurston and others 
that lived in this area. We’re hon- 
oring the community and lifting 
it up, rather than covering it up.

Flaming Success 


A new haute-casual 
menu of American 
fare helps a hotel 
restaurant step it up 

FROM SEA TO TASTY SEA I If you 
have ever visited the Regatta Bar at 
the Washington Marriott at Metro 
Center, you’ll see right away that 
Fire and Sage, which opened in 
the space in March after an exten- 
sive renovation, is a big step up. 
The airy space features an open 
kitchen and tall tables along the 
left wall. 

The menu is new, too. One of the 
signature dishes, a short rib ciab- 
atta sandwich topped with sweet 
caramelized onions and Muenster 
cheese, requires a knife and fork to 
eat. Besides sandwiches, there are 
several flatbreads like the calabrese, 
topped with calabrese sausage, 
sun-dried tomatoes, arugula and 
buffalo mozzarella, and entrees 
such as jumbo lump crab cakes 
and tea- smoked halibut. 

Of the soups, the three- onion 
soup gratin is topped with Gruyere 
and Parmesan, with croutons and

a generous amount of onions float- 
ing under the surface. Appetizers 
range from a crab and artichoke 
dip to sliders, while the fries, which 
are served with roasted garlic aioli, 
sparkle with flakes of sea salt. The 
side of homemade macaroni and 
cheese is dotted with red peppers 
and topped with bread crumbs. 

The menu saves the best for 
last — hot doughnuts are served 
in a white bag along with whipped 


honey butter and tart strawberry 
compote for dipping. The sugar- 
coated pillows are a real treat, but 
for an even more kid-like dessert, 
the hot chocolate chip cookies and 
milk let you dunk away till your 
heart’s content.

The wine list has several dozen 
choices, and a cocktail menu 
includes sips such as the F&S, 
a mix of Absolut mandarin and 
pineapple juice muddled with 
fresh berries, and a pomegranate 
ginger martini.

Sandwiches, flatbreads and 
salads are $8 to $16, entrees are

Together, Boots Riley 
and Tom Morello are 
hip-hop duo Street 
Sweeper Social Club 

MUSIC I Not since Public Enemy 
teamed with Anthrax nearly 20 
years ago has hip-hop been this 
heavy. 

It’s Street Sweeper Social Club, 
pairing guitarist Tom Morello with 
rapper Boots Riley on a self-titled 
collection of striking, strident 
songs that take aim at the status 
quo with devastating riffs and 
searing lyrics. 

Their collaboration is a good 
fit: Morello’s guitar anchored the 
’90s agitprop band Rage Against 
the Machine, and Riley is the 
lyrical force behind the militant 
left-wing hip-hop duo the Coup. 
Together, they’re storming the 
ramparts of American culture 
and calling for change somewhat 
more radical than anything Barack 
Obama advocated when running 
for president. 

Riley scoffs at politicians 
(“Puppets,” he sneers on the 
opener, “Fight! Smash! Win!”), 
dismisses popular entertain- 


ment as a cynical distraction 
from more pressing issues and 
nurtures a conspiracy-minded 
suspicion that the rich and power- 
ful got that way by exploiting the 
undereducated, poverty-stricken 
masses. To remedy the situation, 
he advocates revolution in none- 
too-subtle terms. 

“I pledge/To get their foot off 
my neck,” he promises on “The 
Oath,” one of several songs calling 
for the forceful (and not necessar- 
ily peaceful) removal of the ruling 
and/or moneyed classes. 


It’s a collection of 
striking songs that 
take aim at the 
status quo with 
devastating riffs 
and searing lyrics. 


That’s nothing new for the MC 
who once rapped about “5 million 
ways to kill a CEO.” What’s dif- 
ferent here is Morello, who swaps 
the Coup’s smooth Oakland-style 
funk grooves for monstrous hard- 
rock guitar riffs that land with the 
force of the bombs Riley wants 
to throw. 

You won’t be able to get enough. 
The last song, “Nobody Moves (Til 
We Say Go),” erupts into a riff that 
rumbles through your guts like 
strong chili, and it’s this kind of 
visceral turbulence that leaves 
you hungry for more, eric r. canton

GROUP I It all Started with a lost 
voice and a missing tour bus. 

Alison Mosshart sings for the 
Kills, the dirty blues-rock band that 
opened for the Raconteurs last fall, 
when Jack White lost his voice. 

White’s hoarseness came near 
the end of a fairly cataclysmic 
tour for both White and Moss- 
hart; White injured his back, and 
the Kills’ tour bus driver disap- 
peared with the group’s bus. (A 
week later the bus was found in a 


Los Angeles parking lot and the 
driver was arrested in February 
in Miami.) 

“I was wearing the same clothes 
I’d been in for a week, because the 
bus still hadn’t been found,” Moss- 
hart says. To get their minds off 
their mishaps. White suggested 
an impromptu end-of-tour jam 
session in Nashville. 

And so the Dead Weather 
was born, with White on drums, 
Mosshart on vocals. Raconteur 
Jack Lawrence on bass and Dean 
Fertita — a member of Queens 
of the Stone Age who tours with 
the Raconteurs — on guitar. “We 
burned the candle at three ends, 
and all of a sudden we had four

songs done,” Mosshart says. “And 
then we just kept going and going, 
and all of a sudden, we were this 
new band with this new record. I 
couldn’t believe how kind of nat- 
ural it felt.” 

The group’s album, “Hore- 
hound,” comes out July 14. For 
an album that was spawned from 
frenzied late-night sessions, it 
doesn’t sound at all slapped-to- 
gether. It’s a deep, sludgy collec- 
tion that recalls early Led Zeppelin 
and includes a dark, bluesy cover 
of Bob Dylan’s “New Pony.” 

The band starts its U.S. tour 
July 13 in Washington, D.C., and 
will spend the rest of July and 
August on the road, (billboard)
